Iowa Chemists 
Studying Fats 


May Discover Cause 
Of Chemical Action 
Which Spoils Fain 


To Give Short 
Story Prize 


From research work in bio¬ 
chemistry at the University of 
Iowa eventually may come dis¬ 
coveries which will prevent ran¬ 
cidity from ruining fat products 
such as butter, lard and oils. 

Prof. H. A. MaUll, director ol 
the anti-oxygen research in bio¬ 
chemistry, made this report yes¬ 
terday as he announced some 
of the results to date and clans 
for continued studies in 1939. 

"The actual ctiemical events are 
still somewhat obscure but a 
careful chemical study has re- 
\ealed the possible presence of 
nome new types of intermediate 
products which are responsible 
for the ultimate formation of ran¬ 
cid products." he said. | 

The university scientist also 
said that work is continuing on 
the nature of substances which 
(an be introduced into fats to | 
prevent the rancidifying process 
Ircm starting. 

“One of the newer vitamins, 
vitamin E. is one of the consti¬ 
tuents of natural fats which has 
this ability. The possible func¬ 
tion of this vitamin in the regu¬ 
lation of processes of rancidifl- 
vation in the organism is also 
being studied further,” Professor 
Matill declared. 

He said that a number of other 
naturally occurring substances 
l ave the capacity to prevent the 
lancid condition. During the next 
year, research under his direction 
will seek further facts about 
their composition and action,

An almanac, all 
ci^ea ul which have been lost, 
followed, with the “Bay Psalm 
Book," the first book to be print¬ 
ed In America, following soon

The first Iowa press, he said, I 
was set up in Dubuque in 1636.' 
It was a Franklin hand press, a 
{eess which later became the first 
prCM in other mid-western states. 
Upon it was printed the Dubuque 
Vliltor, the first Iowa newspaper. 

"No American community 
where English speaking people 
are gathered together," McMur¬ 
trie stated, “could long exist 
Mthout the snvices of a printer 
and the function of a newspaper."

Nemenyi restricted his attention 
to those of the geophysical phen¬ 
omena which involve propulsion 
of sand by water or by wind. 

“It is obvious that the know¬ 
ledge of these problems Is of 
great importance for several dvli 
rngineering tasks," he said. TIu 
lecturer discussed two different 
methods of dealing with them. 

Tlie first disregards the details 
cf the phenomena involved and 
alms only at a rough summary 
result, giving the total quantity 
of water, sand and silt transpor¬ 
ted. 

“The other approach is far more 
exact, interesting and enlighten¬ 
ing.” It starts with the description 
ot the physical process end aims 
at its mathematical analysis. 

Dr. Nemenyi pointed out the 
two great difficulties in such a 
study: first, the great numbei 
of factors involved. For example, 
the properties of a river con¬ 
cern the river cross section at 
p whole, the properties ot the 
material of the river bed and 
the tilt coming in from the trib- 
utaries. Seemd, the fact that if 
even only one of the factors, the ^ 
waterflow for example, varies, 
this may alter the whole phy¬ 
sical aspect of the processes at 
the bottom. 

In the light of such general 
considerations, the lecturer re¬ 
viewed recent progress in this 


. . with the “impact 

ilieury of sand waves" develc^ied 
by Bagnold on the basis of des¬ 
ert study. 

However, this theory, as well 
as the older eddy theory of the 
ripples, deals <xily with the as- 
rumed immediate couse of the 
rhythmic forms, while their In¬ 
direct cause, the final source of 
their energy, as Bagnold himself 
lemarked, Is ir any case to be 
found in the stronger movement 
of the higher strata which are 
accompanied by characteristic 
haphazard fluctuations (“gusty- 
ness” or turbulence). 

Thus the final source of rhy¬ 
thmical phenomena of the sand 
surface lies paradoxically in an 
' absolutely unrythmical phenom- 
encm. 'The lecturer discussed 
O'Brien's recent work which ap¬ 
proaches the sand propulsion pro¬ 
blem from the side of the turb¬ 
ulence and painted out the value 
of this theory as well as its limi¬ 
tations. 

Dr. Nemenyi sees the greatest 
hope for progress in this diffi¬ 
cult field at present in the col¬ 
lection of more facts concerning 
the most varied sand and snow 
propulsion phenomena—fr«n out¬ 
side nature as well as from lab¬ 
oratory experiment—and in theli 
comparison and correlation in the 
light of recent progress ot fluid 
medumica,

Bury Record of Present World Under 
Fair Grounds, to Be Duf£ up in 69‘S6 

Buried 50 feet beneath the sur¬ 
face of the earth. tfle grounds of 
he New York World's Fair, in 
September of this year lies the 
:ime capsule which will preserve 
for posterity a record of our pres¬ 
ent world. 

The story of the technical and 
educational details of the casket 
and a brief description of the con¬ 
tents which will be unearthed by 
he archeologists of 0939 A.D., is 
old by John Yuhas, E3 of Gar- 
'leld. N. J., former editor, in the 
December issue of The Transit.
